Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  fifth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  of  the  district  for  the  year  ^9(>^ , 

During  the  year  the  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory 
and  things  went  smoothly.  The  most  obvious  thing  was  the  drop  in 
population  of  460  from  12,700  the  previous  year  to  12,240*  This 
drop  was  not  due  to  a  natural  increase  of  deaths  over  births,  as 
during  the  year  there  were  I69  deaths  from  all  causes  and  207  births, 
an  increase  of  38  births  over  deaths.  The  death  rate  of  13*8  per  1,000 
population  was  slightly  higher  than  national  rate  of  12*0,  82«9^  of  the 

deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  60  years  of  age.  The  Birth  Rate  of 
10*37  pel*  1,000  was  much  lower  than  national  rate  of  17*4,  The 
illegitimate  Birth  Rate  was  2*37* 

In  the  first  and  second  quarters  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of 
measles  caused  244  cases  to  be  notified.  There  were  no  notifications 
of  Diphtheria  and  Poliomyelitis,  to  ensure  that  this  good  record 
continues,  protective  Immunisation  and  'Vaccination  against  these 
diseases  must  be  maintained* 

There  were  9  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  1 
Non- Pulmonary  notified,  a  reminder  that  Tuberculosis  is  still  presento 
The  policy  adopted  by  the  local  Health  Authority  of  providing  vaccination 
against  this  disease  to  children  in  senior  schools  should  have  full 
acceptance,  so  that  one  day  this  disease  will  be  a  rarity. 

Daily  inspections  continued  to  be  made  at  the  Abattoir  and 
food  premises  regularly  inspected. 

During  the  year  27  houses  were  built  in  the  district,  none  by 
the  local  authority,  applications  were  received  and  granted  in  respect 
of  10  houses,  2  standard  and  8  discretionary*  The  number  of  caravan 
sites  licensed  were  18,  accommodating  2,044  caravans,  these  sites  were 
regularly  inspected  during  the  year* 

Again  I  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Health  Committee 
for  the  interest  they  have  shown  in  the  Department,  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  staff  for  their  co-operation.

A  Voluntary  Day  Nursery  is  established  by  Councillor  Mrs  Barratt 
providing  accommodation  for  thirty  children  between  the  ages  of  six  months 
to  five  years.  It  ie  open  from  May  to  September,  and  affords  an  opportunity 
to  Mothers  for  seasonal  employment. 

Another  special  feature  of  this  Nursery,  accommodation  is  provided 
daily  for  children  from  8-0  a,m,5  to  6-0  p,mo,  during  the  year  whose  Mothers 
are  temporarily  ill,  or  have  to  go  to  Hospital  for  confinement  or  other 
illness.  This  arrangement  enables  the  Father  to  follow  his  normal 
employment. 

Ambulance  Service,

administered  by  the  Local  Health  Authority, 

Children’s  Act,  1948, 

By  the  provisions  of  this  Act  certain  classes  of  children  come  under 
the  care  of  the  Children's  Department  of  the  County  Council,  This 
department  is  responsible  for  children  who  are  for  various  reasons  deprived 
of  normal  care  of  their  parents. 

Training  Centre. 

A  Training  Centre  is  provided  in  the  district  by  the  Local  Health 
Authority  for  children  excluded  from  the  School  System  under  Section  57(3) 
of  the  Education  Act,  1944.  This  Centre  provides  training  for  children 
from  Alford,  Skegness  Urban  and  Spilsby  Rural  districts.
